Leaders of both parties admit that 
it would he unwise to continue the 
present plan of having a deficit of hun 
ireds of millions to continue shipping 
hoard operations of the merchant nun 
me. 
What to do with the large num ­ 
ber of ships unless the bill is passed 
is a most difficult problem. 
Opponents of the subsidy bill will 
attack it on the ground that the fed
